1 he most frequent occurring causes of ine herein 
enumerated will indicate how carelessness, indiffer­ 
ence and neglect play so great a part: 
Defective and overheated chimneys. 
Disposal of hot ashes i i wooden receptacles and 
against comb ustib le materials. 
( igar# and cigarette;, carelessly discarded. 
( lothing and curtains, etc., exposed to contact 
with stove and open flame lights. 
1 lot coals falling from stove. 
Electric and gas iron carelessness. 
Defective electric wiring. 
Explosions due* to use of gasoline and inflamma­ 
b le liquids. 
Starting fires with kerosene and gasoline. 
I )efective furnaces and stoves. 
Lamps and lanterns overturned. 
Carelessness in the use and keeping ol matches. 
Oily rags and waste accumulations. 
Children playing with matches. 
Sparks from flues, fireplaces, etc. 
Burning rub b ish without proper protection. 
Gas leaks. 
Thawing frozen water pipes. 
Woodwork, furniture and articles exposed to 
contact with stove and furnaces. 
The only possib le way to prevent this enormous 
loss b y fire is through co-operation b y everyone in the 
b est method to prevent fires occurring from the ab ove 
mentioned causes. 
it is exceedingly important that all of the school 
children should b e constantly instructed as to fire pre­ 
vention.
